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Council ‘welcome 
to restore stables’

THE owner of the controversial 
Queensbury Lodge site, which has 
sat derelict for decades, said the 
council was welcome to put up the 
money to refurbish the site as a rac¬ 
ing yard. 

Bill Gredley, who owns Unex, this 
week criticised the council for refus¬ 
ing to entertain any other ideas or 
plans for the site. 

In a 2006 study it was estimated 
that it would cost £992,000 to restore 
the buildings at Queensbury Lodge 
to a training yard. The site has been 
in disrepair for decades as the district 
and town councils battle to keep it as 
horseracing land. 

Lorest Heath District Council last 
week accepted a recommendation 
which would allow them to put a 
Compulsory Purchase Order (CPO) 
on the site. 

Mr Gredley said the council was 
welcome to make the changes they 
needed - and he said Unex had not 
done so because they did not believe 
a racing yard was viable. 

He said: “We are as anxious as 
anyone to deal with the Queensbury 
Lodge issue. But someone has to pay 
for it. If they put the money up to re¬ 
furbish it for stables, which is what 
they want, we have an open door. 

“The stables are owned by a char¬ 
ity and we are under an obligation to 



do the best for the charity. We can’t 
waste money. We can’t put stables 
there because no-one would use 
them.” 

The decision means that the coun¬ 
cil will first be able to put an urgent 
works order on the property, giving 
Unex a timescale to carry out repairs. 
If this is not done, a repairs notice 
can be issued. 

As a “final step”, LHDC will be able 
to put a CPO on the building so that 
they can take control. 

But the Queensbury Lodge deci¬ 
sion report adds that even if a CPO 
was put on the building, it would not 
be a quick fix. 

The report said: “It is very hard to 
give an accurate timescale to get a 


building repaired as there are many 
variables and potential for delay. 

“If no public inquiry were held, the 
process from the first warning letter 
to acquisition would take about two 
years. An inquiry would probably 
add another year to the process.” 

Town councillors discussed the de¬ 
cision on Monday - but Cllr Michael 
Jefferys said it wasn’t a “black and 
white issue”. He said: “We may have 
to compromise a little bit to get the 
result that we want. Above all else, 
these buildings must be repaired to 
be good for the High Street.” 

Mr Gredley told the News that he 
had long been submitting plans for 
the site, including most recently a 
care home - but had not received 


any communication from the district 
council. 

He said: “We put in a pre applica¬ 
tion [for the care home] some six 
months ago and we have not heard 
anything from them. Most of the 
people in Newmarket would like to 
see a care home on the site. 

“It was going to be for the old folks 
of Newmarket and we have that in 
our mandate. The council are all 
words and no action.” 

But a council spokesman said all 
plans had been “put on hold” at the 
request of Mr Gredley’s agents. 

The spokesman said: “Given the 
lack of maintenance carried out on 
Queensbury Lodge over the years, 
our first priority still is to secure the 
building to make sure that no further 
damage is caused. We have a list of 
essential repairs which are currently 
being costed. 

“We will then employ architects to 
complete a development brief in line 
with the planning policies for the 
area. All of this work will be carried 
out in consultation with the owners. 

“The CPO remains a last resort 
should negotiations with the trustees 
fail to secure the site’s future. The 
council could apply for the CPO later 
this year. 

“We will now endeavour to work 
with the trustees, while continuing 
our background preparation for a 
CPO should it prove necessary.” 


Museum 
plans race 
ahead 

HORSES will soon be 
returning to Newmarket's 
oldest yard as work 
continues on the National 
Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting 
Art. 

Residents packed 
into Palace Mews on 
Monday evening to hear 
from museum director 
Chris Garibaldi on what 
is planned for the new 
museum site, on Palace 
House, over the next few 
months. 

Roz Howling, marketing 
and audience development 
officer for the museum, 
said: "It is hard to believe 
that there will be horses 
stabled in the Rothschild 
Yard in the next 12 months 
after standing empty 
for nearly a quarter of a 
century. 

"The project, which is set 
to open in 2016 , will offer 
a range of events including 
community, special interest 
and equestrian activities 
that will be of interest to a 
wide audience. 

"On Monday night the 
scale of the project was 
brought to life with the 
site plans and pictures set 
against the backdrop of the 
build itself." 

The museum is set to 
open to the public in the 
first half of next year.

SAFETY ISSUES: The new horsewalk on Snailwell Road 


Horsewalk ‘is a 
‘safety concern 
for everyone’

A NEW horse walk built on 
the Snailwell Road is creat¬ 
ing safety concerns, local 
residents have claimed. 

Families in the area are 
concerned that the new 
horsewalk is too wide, leav¬ 
ing the road too narrow, and 
causing issues for traffic and 
pedestrians alike. 

Arthur Robertson, who 
lives nearby, said: “The 
horsewalk has been built 
twice as wide as it should 
have been. That’s resulted in 
the road being narrow and 
dangerous. Cars are driving 
on the other side of the road 
and on the footpath. 

“It is causing a lot of prob¬ 
lems and a lot of people are 
very dissatisfied with it.” 

He said that grass which 
has been churned up before 
the horsewalk begins means 
that the horses are having 
to walk on the footpath and 
then cross over to get back 
to where they should be. 

He added: “They are hav¬ 


ing to cross the road again 
then with no support at all. 

“This is upsetting for local 
residents.” 

Snailwell Road resident 
David Glover has written 
an open letter to the town 
council and county council 
detailing his concerns. 

He said: “My opinion, 
which is shared by others, is 
that real new problems have 
been caused by this work, 
that the resulting situation is 
a fiasco. It is also a complete 
waste of money. 

“Even if the road is now 
safer for horses, which is de¬ 
batable, it is certainly more 
dangerous for motorists, 
cyclists and pedestrians be¬ 
cause the width of the car¬ 
riageway has been signifi¬ 
cantly narrowed by around 
a quarter. 

“The safety of the road is 
worsened as a result of any 
parting, either on the road, 
which makes it dangerous 
for residents to exit their 
drives because of poor vis¬ 
ibility, or on the verge and 


pavement, which means 
that it is difficult or impos¬ 
sible to negotiate a way past 
with a buggy, pushchair or 
wheelchair.” 

Dr Glover has called for 
parking improvements on 
the road to make it safer for 
all and rumble strips on the 
road to slow traffic. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers said: 
“The width of this walk was 
designed to accommodate 
two-way movements, the 
horse walk on Fordham 
Road is considered too nar¬ 
row for this, and the extent 
of the horse walk up Snail¬ 
well Road has been agreed 
with the Jockey Club. 

“With regards to parking 
along the narrowed section 
of Snailwell Road, I sym¬ 
pathise with those expe¬ 
riencing problems. Based 
on issues arising from this, 
we will be installing yellow 
lines on the road under an 
emergency order which will 
enable restrictions to be put 
in place within the next few 
weeks.”

'Housing 
will stay in 
demand' 

PROPERTY developers and 
letting agents have met 
to discuss the closure of 
RAF Mildenhall - but say 
they still believe there will 
be a "strong demand" for 
housing in the area. 

The organisations spoke 
at a workshop to explore the 
base closure's impact on 
housing, hosted by Forest 
Heath District Council 
(FHDC). 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath, said: "The 
clear message from this 
meeting was that despite 
the closure, Mildenhall and 
Forest Heath as a whole are 
expected to continue to see 
strong demand for homes, 
particularly from families. 

"There will still be a 
need for more housing and 
employment, and more 
infrastructure to go with 
it - but in the short term 
there is also a need for more 
clarity and information 
from the MoD on the future 
of the base. The housing 
professionals all backed 
Forest Heath's push for a 
quick decision from the 
MoD as to whether the site 
will still have a military 
future." 


Guide to shop 
fronts approved 


SHOP fronts in Newmarket 
and the surrounding areas 
could see drastic changes 
after the implementation of 
a new policy by Forest Heath 
District Council. 

The West Suffolk Shop 
Front policy was accepted 
by the district council last 
month, and marks the crea¬ 
tion of a guide to how a shop 
is presented. 

The guide is hoped to en¬ 
sure shop fronts are in keep¬ 
ing with the area, and hopes 
to mark the departure of 
brash designs. 

The guide says: “While we 
have some excellent shop

fronts in West Suffolk, oth¬ 
ers have been harmed by 
unsympathetic alterations 
and are out of keeping with 
the building and the street 
scene. 

“This guide does not set 
out to prescribe specific 
styles and is not intended to 
restrict ideas, but to encour¬ 
age appropriate high quality 
sympathetic design. 

“A well designed shop 
front will complement the 
building and enhance the 
character of the street.” 

The document gives guid¬ 


ance to signage, lighting, 
blinds, canopies and secu¬ 
rity measures. 

West Suffolk Shop Front 
Policy will now form part of 
Forest Heath’s planning pol¬ 
icy framework and will be 
“a material consideration in 
the determination of plan¬ 
ning and advertising appli¬ 
cations”. 

Newmarket Town Council 
welcomed the new docu¬ 
ment on Monday. 

Chairing a planning meet¬ 
ing, Cllr John Berry said: “It 
has taken a long time for this 
to happen but we have been 
very pleased with it.” 


Horn heirlooms are reunited with family 


A MAN has been reunited with a pair of Eton 
College hunting horns lost after his relative 
was killed in the First World War. 

Rupert Eley, 44, was told the horns had 
been found when put up for auction in New¬ 
market following a house clearance. 

They were originally owned by Derrick 
Eley but were lost when he was killed in the 
Battle of Somme. He was serving in the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps but was killed at just 19. 

The soldier had left school in 1916 where 
he was presented with the horns - inscribed 


with his initials - as master of the Eton Col¬ 
lege Hounds. It is unclear who owned the 
cherished heirlooms since his death but now 
they have finally been returned to the family. 

Mr Eley, who says Derrick was his great¬ 
grandfather’s nephew, is delighted after buy¬ 
ing them at Rowley’s Antiques and Fine Art 
auction at Tattersalls for £150. 

He said: “It’s so special these are coming 
back here. We have a lot of mementos, such 
as his scrapbooks and medals, and it’s lovely 
these are reunited.”

£2,000 fine for 
harassment 


A LANDLORD who harassed 
the American tenants of a 
house she owned has been 
fined £2,000. 

Rosemary Hill, 74, of Field 
Road, Mildenhall, had de¬ 
nied harassment but fol¬ 
lowing a trial in January at 
Ipswich Crown Court was 
found guilty by a jury She 
was cleared of an alternative 
offence of racially aggravat¬ 
ed harassment. 

The court heard how the 
family who moved into a 
property in Long Road, Felt- 
well, had been bombarded 
with increasingly “vitriolic 
and personal” comments in 
emails and phone calls from 
Hill between October 2012 
and June 2013. 

Hill declined to give evi¬ 
dence and did not call any 
witnesses during the trial. 

Mr Recorder David Pugh, 
sitting at Norwich Crown 


■ COURT REPORTER 

Court, told Hill she must pay 
a £2,000 fine and pay £2,500 
in prosecution costs. 

Mr Recorder Pugh granted 
a restraining order for 10 
years which prohibits Hill 
from engaging in further 
harassment. 

During the trial the pros¬ 
ecution said that Hill may 
have been trying to hound 
the couple and their four 
children out of the property 
because she had other po¬ 
tential tenants willing to pay 
a higher rent lined up. 

Giving evidence, US citi¬ 
zens Terri and Dwayne Scott 
said that within weeks of 
moving in, their relationship 
with Hill deteriorated when 
they asked for defects with 
the property to be fixed. 

Mrs Scott said that as cor¬ 
respondence between them 


progressed, Hill’s tone be¬ 
came increasingly terse, 
personal and offensive. Hill 
had accused the family of 
failing to look after her prop¬ 
erty, she said. 

Sgt Dwayne Scott, who 
works as an aircraft re¬ 
pairer at RAF Mildenhall, 
said phone calls from Hill 
became almost daily, some¬ 
times several times a day, 
and included calls she made 
to his immediate senior of¬ 
ficer at RAF Mildenhall. 

Hill’s tone became “cross 
and judgemental” and led 
to him being advised by his 
senior officer to find another 
house, said Sgt Scott. 

The jury were given de¬ 
tails of an email said to have 
been sent by Hill to the base 
commander at RAF Milden¬ 
hall saying she wanted to re¬ 
move the Scott family from 
her property.

RESIDENTS of villages near 
Newmarket have been dealt 
a “wake up call” after two 
eco-warriors collected more 
than 1,000 beer cans from 
the roadside. 

Sheila Bailey, a Wooddit- 
ton resident, and Richard 
Ashley, who lives in Kirtling, 
spent almost four hours in 
the ditches around the vil¬ 
lages collecting discarded 
cans. 

The pair branded their 
finds “outrageous” - and 
have erected a display on 
Kirtling Road calling for 
people to clean up their 
acts. 

Richard said: “We were 
just sick and tired of looking 
at all the litter. It’s predomi¬ 
nantly beer cans and cider 
cans we found. We both just 
decided we couldn’t carry 
on and leave it.” 

They hoped to collect the 
litter with pickers but soon 
found there was so much of 
it that Richard needed to get 
into the ditches and spear 
the cans with a pitchfork. 

“It’s shocking that two 
people have picked up over 
1,000 cans,” Richard added. 

“It’s all a little overwhelm¬ 
ing and there’s still more we 
have yet to do.” 

Sheila said: “This is a 
sheer wanton disregard of 
the countryside, it’s a total 
disrespect. 

“It leaves you speechless. 
This is our home and our 


environment and there are 
just so many people who are 
ruining that.” 

They say they think the 
majority of the cans are 
thrown from cars, raising 
concerns over the number 
of cans which are alcoholic. 

“Something has to be 
done to try and catch peo¬ 
ple who are doing this and 
bring it to people’s atten¬ 
tion,” Sheila said. 

“It’s an affront. It’s a dan¬ 
ger to wildlife. We wanted to 
display this to raise people’s 
awareness and hopefully for 
the people who are doing 
this to realise what they’re 
doing and stop. 


“It is unacceptable.” 

It is hoped that the dis¬ 
play will shame people into 
picking up after themselves. 

Richard added: “We want 
the display to make an 
impact and show people 
what’s going on. It’s outra¬ 
geous.” 

An enforcement officer 
from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has visited 
Richard and Sheila in the 
hope that they will be able 
to combat the problem. 

A spokesperson said: “We 
are investigating a serious 
littering issue in the Kirtling 
area after approximately 
800 beer cans and other lit¬ 


ter was been found in the 
ditches and hedgerows on 
the roadside between Kir¬ 
tling and Woodditton. Last 
year the legislation regard¬ 
ing littering changed so the 


registered keeper of a vehicle 
could be held responsible 
for any littering offence that 
takes place from that. If you 
see anybody throwing items 
please call (01353) 665555.”

If the horseracing industry needed 
Queensbury Lodge why have they 
not purchased it and developed it 
themselves? 

As for the council considering 
compulsory purchasing the site, I 
totally object to any of my council 
tax money being used for this action. 

The town council have never 
said where they intended to get the 
money from and what they intended 
to do with it if they get the property. 

The town council only seem 
interested in doing work for the 
horseracing industry and do not 
consider that anyone not involved in 
that industry are of any importance. 

Mr Gredley's latest proposal for 
the site to build a complex of homes 
for retired people, would, in my 
opinion, help meet a growing need 
in the town.

25) is quite right: I did oppose the 
development in Exning - because 
120 houses in Exning is a 13% 
housing increase AND there is a 
threat of more! 


Newmarket's total 1,230 quota 
is about 12%. Hatchfield to 
Newmarket is a 4% increase. 

If the development in Exning was 
for even just 40 houses, I would not 
have objected. 

If Mr Robertshaw were to investigate 
my work in detail he would also 
know that I have voted AGAINST 
large-scale development in Beck 
Row, Red Lodge, Kentford and 
West Row; I have also approved 
such in Lakenheath, Mildenhall and 
Kentford, sometimes willingly and 
sometimes begrudgingly.

Some development of Exning is 
inevitable but I will continue to 
oppose inappropriate building in 
all areas of Forest Heath, where 
material grounds are evident. 

I do not wish Newmarket to 
be "flooded" with housing, but 
Newmarket does "need more 
houses at this time" - not my words, 
read the reports. 

Hatchfield, on the town outskirts, 
with good access to the A14, is 
best suited to take a major part of 
Newmarket's quota and will assist 
the town's required regeneration, 
providing housing, jobs and extra 
footfall for the town's shops and 
businesses. Exning will play its part 
too.

JUDGING by his quote in last 
week's paper that racing "provides 
around 9,000 jobs locally", Matthew 
Hancock may have been on a job or 
some such creativity course.

Horses are not, however, best

Visa granted for American 
facing deportation threat

A FAMILY has received some 
relief in its battle with the 
Home Office after a father 
was granted the right to stay 
in the UK until 2017. 

Brian Crane, of Newmar¬ 
ket, was told a month ago 
that he would not be grant¬ 
ed a visa for the UK and 
would be deported to Penn¬ 
sylvania after he overstayed 
his time in the country. 

The 53-year-old Ameri¬ 
can, who lives with his wife 
Lorna, who is a British citi¬ 
zen, and his son, Matthew, 
had twice applied for a leave 
to remain visa for the UK. 

But twice he was told he 
would not qualify because 
he had “accidentally over¬ 
stayed” from 2012 until 
2014. 

After a battle with the 
Home Office and calling on 
local MP Matthew Hancock 
for help, last week, the fam¬ 
ily received some good news 
when Mr Crane received a 
visa through the post. 

He told the News : “They 
have granted me a leave to 
remain visa. 

“It is only valid until Au¬ 
gust 2017 and I will then 
have to submit more paper 
work, but until then the 
pressure is off. 

“I was surprised because 
we got some of the same re-

sponses as last time saying I 
did not qualify. 

“Then in the final para¬ 
graph they finally said I was 
being granted leave to re¬ 
main.” 

The new visa means that 
Mr Crane is free to seek 
work again in the UK. He 
had been forced to leave his 
job in a civilian role at RAF 
Lakenheath when he found 
out his visa had expired.

“They are happy for 
him to work, pay tax and 
national insurance, but 
when it comes to public 
funds they have denied 
him. 

“Maybe one day our 
immigration system will 
get the repairing it des¬ 
perately needs.”

Thief caught from 
saliva left on hose 


A BUNGLING thief made off with 
£300 worth of oil from a Cam¬ 
bridgeshire garden - but was 
caught by police after leaving his 
saliva on the hosepipe he used to 
syphon it with. 

Povilas Duckevicius, 28, of no 
fixed abode, was jailed for 12 
weeks at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Monday after he ad¬ 
mitted stealing 600 litres of heat¬ 
ing oil from a pensioner’s garden 
in The Green, Snailwell, between 
lanuary 11-13. 

Prosecutor Paul Brown said 
Duckevicius - who spoke to con¬ 
firm his name through a Lithu¬ 
anian interpreter - was not seen 
stealing the oil but was caught 
after he left a length of hosepipe 
behind.

“He cut it from the victim’s 
hosepipe and used that to syphon 
the oil,” he said. “When you do 
that you leave your saliva on the 
tube. Police managed to analyse 
his saliva, they linked that to the 
DNA of the defendant. He was 
then arrested. He was driving a 
motor vehicle at the time and ar¬ 
rested with regard to other mat¬ 
ters. The theft of the oil was linked 
up to him.” 

The court heard Duckevicius 
stole the oil from an elderly wom¬ 
an who had saved up her pension 
for seven months to pay for it. 

Mr Brown said the victim found 
him going into her garden “intru¬ 
sive” and had left her wondering 


daily if someone else was going to 
be there that should not be. 

“She is now in constant fear the 
oil may be stolen,” he added. 

Lowri Marks, defending, said 
her client wanted to be deported. 

“He’s been in the UK for seven 
months looking for work,” she 
said. “It’s been a disaster for him, 
he’s got nowhere. He has nowhere 
to live. He has no money and so 
has resorted to this theft.” 

Sentencing, Ian Rawley said: 
“We take a dim view of people 
going into the back gardens of 
elderly pensioners and stealing 
their heating oil in the middle of 
winter. This is so serious, that it 
passes the custody threshold.” 

Mr Rawley ordered Duckevicius 
to pay £300 in compensation.

Church’s appeal for 
urgent roof repairs 


AN HISTORIC church in Newmarket 
is appealing for help from the local 
community to make vital repairs to 
its roof. 

St Mary’s Church, in Church Lane, 
needs to raise a further £6,000 to re¬ 
roof the nave of the building, which 
is showing “serious signs of wear” 
and needs to be replaced urgently. 

Church wardens applied to the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and received 
a £7,700 grant - but now need to 
raise £6,000 so that they can apply 
for a full grant of £89,400. 

Janet Ramsay-Helie, a church war¬ 
den at St Mary’s, said: “We are hop¬ 
ing we won’t need the full £89,400 
but we would rather have it, just in 
case we get up there and find out the 
timber is rotted or something. 

“We have started various fundrais¬ 
ing through the year which we hope

will help us raise the £6,000 and 
we’re hoping to be able to start work 
in the autumn.” 

St Mary’s was first built on its pre¬ 
sent site in the 15th century, with 
numerous rebuilds taking place in 
the 1800s. A chapel of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary had been on the site 
since the 13th century. 

Fundraising efforts at the church 
include a concert at 7.30pm on 
March 27 by prestigious choir Stile 
Antico, who specialise in Renais¬ 
sance music and regularly tour the 
world. 

The choir also currently has three 
sisters as members, who are the 
grandchildren of late Newmarket 
teacher Fred Ashby.

Clean Bandit have had a mad 12 months, starting with the release 
of their debut album and culminating in winning a Grammy. ELLA 
WALKER spoke to violinist Milan Neil Amin-Smith to find out how it 
feels to return to Cambridge, the city where it all began for them 

"ASK them why they've sold out and only make dance music now, 
and why they've forgotten about their original fans!?" 

You might think it'd be tricky to get truly riled up by BBC Radio 
1 darlings Clean Bandit, but my friend managed it the day before 
I interviewed the band's categorically beautiful, strongly jawed 
violinist, Milan Neil Amin-Smith. 

It might have been the Grammy that provoked her. 

Two nights earlier the four-piece - who formed while studying 
at Jesus College, Cambridge, in 2006 - swanned past mighty 
fellow nominees Basement Jaxx, Disclosure, Duke Dumont and 
ZHU to claim Best Dance Recording for their 2014 hit Rather Be, 
featuring Jess Glynne. 

You see, when Clean Bandit first started out they made 
electro-chamber music with a grimy, hip-hop tilt. They might 
have liked dancing - preferably at the now sadly defunct Kambar 
in Cambridge, where they hosted their own club night - but they 
certainly were no dance outfit. 

Made up of Amin-Smith, cellist Grace Chatto, and Patterson 
brothers Jack (bass, sax, deck) and Luke (drums), as well as an 
array of guest vocalists, Clean Bandit came about after Jack 
began syphoning electronic ideas he had and mixing them in with 
classical recordings he'd made of Neil and Grace's string quartet. 
They realised he was on to something, picked a name (Clean

Bandit translates as "complete bas****" in Russian), and in April 
2013 made their single chart debut. The bassy, grimy Mozart's 
House peaked at number 17, before being almost entirely eclipsed 
by the release of Rather Be, which Jack co-wrote with Disclosure's 
lyricist Jimmy Napes. 

"Our sound has changed quite a lot," admits Neil in a laconic 
drawl, punctuated by the odd jet-lag-induced yawn. 

"In the early days we sampled a lot of classical music and also 
our instrumentals were much more hip-hop, but obviously now 
we mostly make housey-dance music and use original singing 
parts." 

Unfortunately for my friend, and all those other Clean Bandit 
fans who got hooked before Rather Be took to searing through 
the airwaves on what feels like an hourly loop, even a year on, 
they're not about to start backtracking now. 

"I think we might possibly go a bit more hip-hop, but I don't 
think there's much chance of us going back to using more classical 
samples because [how we're doing it now] just gives us more 
freedom." 

I have to ask, despite the Grammy, and a recent BRIT Award 
nomination for Best British Single, are they sick of playing Rather 
Be yet? 

"No actually! I guess it's because every time we play it, we're 


playing it to a different crowd, and for them it's the first time 
they've seen or heard this massive song being played live, and so 
you always get that from the audience: the sense of newness." 

This isn't Neil being diplomatic either, he genuinely sounds like 
he's still excited to play the number one hit night after night after 
night - which bodes well; Clean Bandit sold out their upcoming 
Cambridge Corn Exchange gig almost instantly. 

"We're actually going to come up the night before so that we 
can have a little reunion with the city," he says languidly. 

"I can't say I did row, but I think my lasting memories of the 
city will just be what an incredible place it was to walk around 
every day." 

The band was also nominated twice in last week's Brit Awards 
but were beaten in the Best British Single category by Mark 
Ronson featuring Bruno Mars with Uptown Funk, and Best British 
Group by Royal Blood. 

Even though they didn't win, no-one can prise that Grammy 
off them. He says: "It was quite an amazing thing. We weren't 
expecting it at all and when they announced it, it was such a 
shock but we had a really good time."
